“We Sie t home this summer,” 


said the young mother, “as we do not 
think the baby old enough to be taken 
out of its usual environment,.and we 
would not go without him.” There 
are no doubt thousands of young moth- 
ers and fathers doing the same thing. 
'Phey realize that there are a certain 
number of years of their lives that 
they must, give..to the children_and. 
that they must put aside their own 
comfort In order to do'it. Mothers 
don’t break down when they are doing” 
this sort of work as.a general thing 
and should try to live as calmly and 
comfortably as possible under the cir- 
cumstarices. It is always with relief 
that one hears the young mother say 


“we are staying at bome, for the. 


father owes it to his child as mnch as 
‘the mother to be near it during the 
critical months of babyhood. Together 
t most_certainly do better for 
the child than either one could alone, 
and along with the cares of mother 
hood sbould go band in band the re 
sponsibilities of fatherhood. The child 
who !s only motbered. loses: much in 
its life, for the father's influence. is 
often sane where motberhood ts only 
sweet. The well brought up child 
must bave the fither’s belp as well as 
the mother’s through every step of his 
life, and he generally géts it in Ameri- 
ea, whatever may be said of the better 
training for parenthood in other coun- 
tries. The fatber bas a double duty 
to perform, for. while be looks out for 
his child be must also see that the 
mother keeps herself in condition. An 
irritable mother will very likely have 
the same kind of child. She may not 
be at all at fault, having been render- 
ed physically incapable of caring prop- 
erly -for her child by worries of one 
kind or another. So the young. hus- 
band must see that she is amused if 
necessary, that she has nourishing food 
‘and that she is not unduly worrled by 
all the business troubles of the family. 
That precious baby does not realize all 
the sacrifices that are made for’ him, 
and he nerer will be aware of them 
until he, too, stands with a 
‘his own in his arms and the pride of 
fatherhood in bis eyes.

The census statistics of illiteracy for 
1910, now published, are ver§ encour- 
aging, while leaving much‘to be de- 
sired, 
the proportion of those ten. years of 
age and over who cannot write, which 
is the census test of illiteracy, bas 
heen reduced ‘since 1900. It bas fallen 
from 24.9 to 17.4 per cent In the most 
illiterate section, the cast south central 
states. It has fallen from 4.1 to 29 
per cent in. the most literate section, 
the west north central ‘states. Jt has 
fallen from 10.7 to 7 per cent for the 
whole country. 

New_York, with its great flood of 
immigration, stands as in 1900 with 514 
per cent of illiteracy. Massachusetts, 
also bandicapped in this) way, ,has 


,-made a teduction- from 5.9 tq 5.2 per 


cent. Connecticut alone of all the 
states bas lost ground, its illiteracy

cent in 1900.

Human Hair-Nets 

The annual sale of nets of human 
hair, according. to the report of the 
; American Consul at Kehl, is estimat- 
ed at 12,000 000. 

Hair-nete are made almost wholly 
in the houses of Alsatian and Aus- 
trian peasants; ‘the peculiar skill re- 
quired to net hair has become 10 part 
hereditary. ‘ 

The children begin first to the the 
hairs together, end to end, to make 
one long hair. Then with only a 
round piece. of wood about 6in. long 
and 1-2 inch in diameter and a needle 
the older girls and women—and some- 
times the men—weave the nets. 
Each mesh is knotted in much the 
same way that fish-nets or hammocks 
are made. Only tying a single hair 
is a more delicate and: difficult task 
than tying a string. 

To make a dozen nets is a day's 
work of ten or twelve hours:
